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TWENTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRAIN- 
ING SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES  ATTACHED 
TO  BELLEVUE  HOSPITAL. 


N  the  first  of  May,  1898,  the  Bellevue  Training  School  will 


have  been  in  existence  twenty-five  years,  and  it  is  fitting 
that  its  founders  should  acknowledge  the  Divine  guidance  that 
has  carried  them  through  so  many  anxieties  and  perplexities. 
They  would  give  to  their  graduates,  many  of  whom  are  engaged  in 
the  same  arduous  work  of  conducting  Hospitals  and  organizing 
Training  Schools,  as  the  result  of  their  experience,  and  as  the 
ground  of  their  confidence  for  the  future,  "  Hitherto  the  Lord 
has  helped  us." 

In  the  twenty-five  years  of  the  existence  of  this  the  pioneer 
school  for  nurses  in  this  country,  we  have  graduated  550  nurses, 
of  whom  60  hold  hospital  positions  ;  101  have  married  ;  38  have 
died  ;  11  are  district  nurses  among  the  poor;  4  are  missionary 
nurses,  one  in  Turkey,  two  in  China,  and  one  in  India  ;  a  few 
have  given  up  their  profession,  but  the  greater  number  are 
private  nurses  in  this  city  and  in  all  the  large  cities  of  this 
country. 

While  the  last  two  years  have  been  more  trying  in  some  re- 
spects than  the  earlier  ones,  we  feel  that  the  school  has  gained  in 
efficiency  and  discipline. 

When  the  new  buildings  are  ready  to  receive  patients,  we  shall  be 
obliged  to  add  eleven  more  pupils  to  our  staff  of  nurses,  and  in 
that  connection  we  look  forward  to  the  necessity  of  adding  an 
Annex  to  our  Nurses'  Home  ;  whereas  twenty-five  years  ago  we 
started  the  school  with  three  nurses  and  a  superintendent,  dur- 
ing the  coming  year  we  shall  require  accommodation  for  ninety 
or  a  hundred  pupils  and  officers.  During  the  past  year  over  1700 
young  women  have  applied  to  enter  the  school  ;  33  were  accepted  ; 
of  these  two  have  been  obliged  to  leave  from  ill-health,  and  three 
were  dismissed  for  cause.

The  health  of  the  school  has  been  very  good.  There  were  several 
cases  of  measles  contracted  from  some  children  who  developed 
the  disease  in  the  Marquand  Pavilion,  one  case  of  typhoid,  and 
several  cases  of  mild  rheumatism.    All  made  a  good  recovery. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  to  record  six  marriages  and  four 
deaths  among  our  graduates.  Six  of  the  graduates  have  taken  a 
post-graduate  course.  The  Managers  are  glad  to  offer  the  older 
nurses  this  opportunity  of  learning  the  newer  methods  employed 
in  surgery,  and  in  the  treatment  of  medical  cases. 

The  course  of  study  and  practice  in  the  school  is  as  thorough 
as  it  can  be  made,  and  the  Managers  desire  the  applicants  to 
understand  that  if  they  are  unwilling  to  study,  they  had  better 
not  enter  the  school,  as  without  study  they  will  be  unable  to  meet 
the  requirements  necessary  for  graduation.  Besides  the  different 
branches  to  be  found  in  a  large  general  hospital,  the  pupils  at 
Bellevue  receive  a  good  obstetrical  training,  and  are  taught  the 
proper  care  of  insane  and  alcoholic  patients  ;  also  massage  and 
cooking  for  sick  and  convalescent  patients.  Only  those  of  sound 
constitutions,  with  a  good  English  education,  will  be  accepted  as 
pupils,  and  they  are  required  to  sign  an  agreement  to  conform  to 
the  rules  of  the  school. 

From  October  to  June  lectures  have  been  given  by 
Dr.  Garmony  on  Surgery, 
Dr.  Biggs  on  Diseases, 
Dr.  Carlisle  on  Bacteriology, 
Dr.  R.  Wylie  on  Obstetrics, 
Miss  Bannister  on  Massage. 

The  Mary  De  Witt  Cuyler  Fund  has  been  called  upon  to  supply 
nurses  for  graduates  who,  from  illness  and  accident,  have  occupied 
the  Lazarus  Pavilion. 

The  Edith  Home,  thanks  to  Mr.  Northcote's  liberality,  was 
again  open  from  July  istto  October  ist  to  receive  tired  nurses. 
Ten  schools  were  represented  in  the  fifty-two  guests.  The  house 
had  been  repainted,  and  the  rooms  repapered. 

Early  in  the  year  a  number  of  the  graduated  nurses  decided  to 
start  a  registry  for  themselves.  As  the  school  had  for  many  years 
supplied  the  greater  number  of  its  graduates  with  work,  it  seemed 
right  and  wise  that  those  that  were  thoroughly  established  in  their 
profession  should  in  this  way  allow  the  younger  graduates  the 
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same  support  and  introduction  that  had  been  accorded  to  them, 
and  the  Managers  cordially  wish  them  every  success. 

One  of  our  saddest  duties  is  to  record  the  death  of  several 
valued  friends  during  the  year  :  From  the  foundation  of  the 
school,  Dr.  Lusk  had  been  our  kind  and  wise  adviser,  and  we 
shall  long  miss  Mrs.  Lydig  Hoyt  in  the  Hospital  and  in  the 
Nurses'  Home,  where  she  often  met  our  Managers.  When  we 
think  of  her,  we  remember  Lowell's  lines,  which  so  well  describe, 
her  character  : 

"  She  doeth  little  kindnesses, 
Which  most  leave  undone,  or  despise, 
For  naught  that  giveth  others  ease, 
Or  bringeth  happiness  or  peace, 
Is  low  esteemed  in  her  eyes. 
Blessing  she  is,  God  made  her  so, 
And  deeds  of  week-day  holiness 
Fall  from  her  gently  as  the  snow. 
Nor  hath  she  ever  chanced  to  know 
That  aught  were  easier  than  to  bless." 

Mrs.  Thorn  and  Miss  Rosalie  Butler  had  been  for  years 
interested  in  the  school,  and  our  Treasurer,  Mr.  Fosdick,  who  died 
during  the  summer,  took  up  the  burden  of  caring  for  our  accounts 
and  our  finances,  when  his  friend  Mr.  Montague  laid  it  down, 
less  than  three  years  ago.

AN  ADDRESS  TO  THE  GRADUATING  CLASS 
OF  THE 

NEW  YORK   TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR   NURSES  AT- 
TACHED TO  BELLEVUE  HOSPITAL.

J  AM  one  of  those  physicians  of  Bellevue  Hospital  who,  nearly  a 
*  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  availed  themselves  of  the  opportun- 
ity to  vote  for  the  introduction  of  trained  nursing,  and  for  the 
establishment  of  a  Bellevue  Training  School.  What  at  that  time 
was  hoped  for — namely,  a  radical  improvement  in  the  care  of  the 
sick — has  been  fully  accomplished.  The  changes  in  hospital  and 
private  nursing  that  have  been  evolved  since  those  early  days 
have  been  wonderful.  I  never  met  with  a  practitioner  who  was 
not  willing  and  eager  to  acknowledge  that.  The  question, 
whether  the  training  of  nurses  was  considered  more  from  the 
standpoint  of  affording  women  a  field  for  profitable  employment, 
or  from  a  sentimental,  moral,  educational  or  humanitarian  point 
of  view,  should  not  be  raised  ;  for,  in  the  present  configuration 
of  society,  these  two  considerations  are  not  at  all  incompatible. 
Every  honorable  calling,  paid  or  not,  merits  our  approval.  That 
society  is  the  best  which  enables  every  individual  to  avoid  indi- 
gence and  dependence  and,  while  applying  natural  gifts  improved 
by  appropriate  knowledge,  to  conquer  independence.  Believing, 
as  I  do,  in  the  perfectibility  of  mankind,  and  trusting  that  there 
will  be  a  future  without  undeserved  hunger  and  abject  misery,  I 
have  ever  greeted  with  enthusiasm  every  endeavor  to  increase 
abilities  and  the  means  of  usefulness.  The  ideal  condition  of 
mankind,  which  should  be  realized  long  before  its  final  extinction, 
is  one  in  which  every  individual  will  live  on  the  reward  of  his  or 
her  work,  selected  by  the  co-operation  of  inborn  inclinations  and 
natural  or  acquired  capacities.  At  the  present  time,  it  is  true, 
inclinations  and  natural  capacities  are  not  always,  perhaps  seldom, 
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the  motives  for  the  choice  of  a  business  or  of  a  vocation.  Dire 
necessity  or  accident  shape  too  often  the  selection  of  a  calling. 
That  is  why  there  are  so  many  incongruities  and  so  many  failures. 
Not  infrequently  young  persons  are  tempted,  or  obliged  by  com- 
pulsion or  misdirected  ambition,  to  learn  or  to  assume  duties  to 
which  they  are  not  adapted,  either  by  brain  or  by  character.  In 
regard  to  many  callings  now  selected  by  women,  we  may  well  ask, 
whether  or  not  many  of  them  would  not  have  done  better  to  di- 
rect their  powers  differently.  The  emancipation  from  the  fetters 
of  color,  religion,  sex,  or  any  other  condition  of  servitude,  is 
complete,  and  an  established  fact.  There  is,  indeed,  no  social 
reason  why  a  feeble  man  should  not  have  the  ambition  of  becom- 
ing a  soldier,  a  consumptive  boy  to  be  a  doctor,  and  nothing  to 
prevent  an  average  woman  to  enter  the  practice  of  medicine,  of  law 
or  of  the  ministry.  There  is  no  civil  or  criminal  law  to  prevent 
that,  though  it  has  not  been  proved  that  they  are,  without  any 
exception,  fit  for  these  employments  on  account  of  their  inborn 
or  acquired  physical  or  mental  capacities.  When,  however,  the 
selected  occupation,  as  I  trust  is  your  case,  corresponds  exactly 
with  the  longings  and  gifts  planted  in  an  individual  soul,  the 
result  is  fortunate  and  satisfactory  in  every  respect.  There  are 
a  number  of  employments  which  suit  either  of  the  sexes  ;  as 
some  of  them  are  manly,  so  there  are  others  that  are  womanly. 
If  there  be  one  which  agrees  most  with  woman's  physical,  mental 
and  emotional  nature,  it  is  that  of  nursing  the  sick.  The  body 
and  soul  of  an  honest  and  pure  woman  are  as  thoroughly  fitted 
for  nursing  as  some  time  or  other  for  motherhood.  Blessed  is 
the  one  who  is  able  to  employ  her  natural  gifts  and  longings, 
fortified  by  strenuous  and  successful  work,  in  the  interest  of  a 
decent  livelihood,  such  as  you  enter  upon. 

I  do  not  pretend  to  have  come  here  loaded  with  new  advice  or 
unheard-of  teachings.  I  expect — I  know — that  you  have  learned 
enough  in  these  two  years  to  serve  you  in  your  future  career  as  a 
foundation  for  acquiring  more  knowledge  and  its  appropriate 
application.  From  what  I  have  experienced  in  the  wards  of  the 
hospital  during  these  twenty-five  years,  I  am  perfectly  convinced 
that  you  young  ladies  have  not  lost  your  time  any  more  than 
many  of  your  predecessors,  and  are  fully  prepared  to  meet  the 
difficulties  of  the  various  cases  you  will  have  to  nurse.  What 
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you  cannot  learn,  or  begin  to  learn,  in  the  wards,  or  in  the  lec- 
tures, no  address  can  teach  you— namely,  the  experience  to  be 
gained  in  the  practice  of  private  homes  or  of  sick-rooms,  rich  or 
poor,  well  endowed  or  poorly  equipped.  Some  of  you  will  learn 
to  adapt  yourselves  to  circumstances  and  persons  easily  ;  some 
with  more  difficulty.  To  get  along  in  all  conditions  there  is  one 
thing,  however,  that  will  conquer  :  Be  sure  to  perform  your 
duties  watchfully  and  punctually  without  pedantry,  kindly  with- 
out obsequiousness,  earnestly  without  hardness,  eagerly  without 
officiousness.  Do  not  assume  rights  for  which  you  were  not 
prepared  ;  do  not  act  as  servants  any  more  than  as  doctors. 
Know  when  to  speak  without  being  timid,  when  to  be  silent  with- 
out oppressiveness  ;  study  the  character,  changed  or  not  through 
sickness,  of  the  man,  woman  or  child  under  your  charge.  Be 
sympathetic  and  earnest  at  the  same  time.  Your  life  will  not 
always  be  easy — not  always  hard.  The  tact  of  a  born  lady, 
bright  and  sympathetic,  will  overcome  difficulties  readily ;  the 
good-will  of  the  honest,  well-meaning  woman  will  conquer  in  the 
end.  Such  a  one  will  succeed  in  life,  and  will  have  the  satisfac- 
tion of  having  earned  a  living  while  contributing  to  the  comfort, 
welfare,  health,  relief  or  consolation  of  distressed  fellow-beings.

REGULATIONS  FOR  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR 
NURSES. 


THE  Committee  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  made 
arrangements  with  the  authorities  of  Bellevue  Hospital  for 
giving  two  years'  training  to  women  desirous  of  becoming  pro- 
fessional nurses. 

Those  wishing  to  obtain  this  course  of  instruction  must  them- 
selves apply  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Training  School,  426 
East  26th  Street,  New  York,  either  in  person  or  by  letter,  upon 
whose  approval  they  will  be  received  into  the  School  for  two 
months  on  probation.  The  preferable  age  for  candidates  is  from 
twenty-five  to  thirty-two  years.  The  applicant  should  send,  with 
answers  to  the  paper  of  questions,  a  letter  from  a  clergyman  tes- 
tifying to  her  good  moral  character,  and  from  a  physician  stating 
that  she  is  in  sound  health.  Applicants  are  received  at  any  time 
during  the  year  when  there  is  a  vacancy.  A  good  education  is 
indispensable  for  a  member  of  the  School,  but  applicants  are  re- 
minded that  women  of  superior  education  and  cultivation,  when 
equally  qualified  as  nurses,  will  be  preferred  to  those  who  do  not 
possess  these  advantages. 

The  Superintendent  has  full  power  to  decide  as  to  their  fitness 
for  the  work,  and  the  propriety  of  retaining  or  dismissing  them. 
She  can  also,  with  the  approval  of  the  Committee,  discharge  them 
at  any  time  in  case  of  misconduct  or  inefficiency.  During  the 
months  of  probation  the  pupils  are  boarded  and  lodged  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  School,  but  receive  no  other  compensation.  They 
are  not  expected  to  wear  the  uniform  of  the  School,  but  must 
come  provided  with  dresses  of  washing  material,  for  use  in  the 
Hospital.    All  clothing  must  be  plainly  marked. 

After  the  trial  months,  those  who  prove  satisfactory  will  be  ac- 
cepted as  pupil  nurses,  after  signing  an  agreement  to  remain  twro 
years  in  the  Training  School  for  Nurses,  and  to  obey  the  rules  of 
the  School  and  Hospital. 

If  a  nurse,  for  reasons  of  her  otvny  leaves  the  School  before  the 
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two  years  have  expired,  she  is  expected  to  refund  to  the  School 
the  money  she  has  cost  it. 

They  will  reside  in  the  Home,  and  serve  for  the  first  year  as 
assistants  in  the  wards  of  Bellevue  Hospital ;  the  second  year  they 
will  be  expected  to  perform  any  duty  assigned  them  by  the  Super- 
intendent, either  to  act  as  nurses  in  the  Hospital,  or  to  be  sent  to 
private  cases  among  the  rich  or  poor. 

The  pay  for  the  first  year  is  $7.00  a  month,  for  the  second  year, 
$12.00  a  month.  This  sum  is  allowed  for  the  dress,  text-books, 
and  other  expenses  of  the  nurse,  in  connection  with  her  work,  and 
in  no  wise  intended  as  wages,  it  being  considered  that  the  educa- 
tion given  is  a  full  equivalent  for  her  services.  They  are  re- 
quired, after  the  months  of  probation,  when  on  duty,  to  wear  the 
dress  prescribed  by  the  Institution,  which  is  of  blue  and  white 
seersucker,  simply  made,  white  apron  and  cap,  linen  collar  and 
cuffs. 

The  day  nurses  are  on  duty  from  8  a.m.  to  8  p.m.,  with  an  hour 
off  for  dinner  and  additional  time  for  exercise  and  rest.  They 
are  also  often  given  an  afternoon  during  the  week,  and  have  half 
of  Sunday.    A  vacation  is  allowed. 

As  the  Institution  is  unsectarian,  there  are  no  religious  services 
connected  with  it,  except  evening  prayers,  and  all  nurses  are  ex- 
pected to  attend  the  place  of  worship  they  prefer  once  on  Sunday. 


COURSE  OF  TRAINING. 

The  instruction  includes  : 

1.  A  good  obstetrical  service. 

2.  The  dressing  of  blisters,  burns,  sores,  and  wounds  ;  the  ap- 
plication of  fomentation,  poultices,  cups,  and  leeches. 

3.  The  administration  of  enemas,  and  use  of  catheter. 

4.  The  management  of  appliances  for  uterine  complaints. 

5.  The  best  method  of  friction  to  the  body  and  extremities. 

6.  The  management  of  helpless  patients  ;  making  beds  ;  mov- 
ing, changing,  giving  bath  in  bed  ;  and  preventing  and  dressing 
bed-sores. 

7.  The  practical  care  of  the  insane,  and  alcoholics. 

8.  Bandaging,  making  bandages  and  rollers,  lining  of  splints. 

9.  The  preparing,  cooking,  and  serving  of  delicacies  for  the  sick. 
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They  will  also  be  given  instruction  in  the  best  practical  methods 
of  supplying  fresh  air,  warming  and  ventilating  sick-rooms  in  a 
proper  manner,  and  are  taught  to  take  care  of  rooms  and  wards  ; 
to  keep  all  utensils  perfectly  clean  and  disinfected  ;  to  make  ac- 
curate observations  and  reports  to  the  physicians  of  the  state  of 
the  secretions,  expectoration,  pulse,  skin,  appetite,  temperature  of 
the  body,  intelligence — as  delirium  or  stupor — breathing,  sleep, 
condition  of  wounds,  eruptions,  formation  of  matter,  effect  of 
diet,  or  of  stimulants,  or  of  medicines  ;  and  to  learn  the  manage- 
ment of  convalescents. 

The  teaching  will  be  given  by  visiting  and  resident  physicians 
and  surgeons  at  the  bedsides  of  the  patients,  and  by  the  Superin- 
tendent, Assistant  Superintendent,  and  head  nurses.  Lectures, 
recitations,  and  demonstrations  will  take  place  from  time  to  time, 
and  examinations  at  stated  periods. 

When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  ended,  the  nurses  thus 
trained  can  choose  their  own  field  of  labor,  whether  in  hospitals, 
in  private  families,  or  in  district  nursing  among  the  poor.  On 
leaving  the  school  they  will,  after  passing  the  final  examination, 
each  receive  a  diploma  signed  by  the  Examining  Board  and  by  a 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

The  Managers  of  the  school  wish  it  to  be  distinctly  understood  that 
they  do  not  guarantee  to  take  all  who  graduate  on  the  Registry.

BELLEVUE  REGISTRY  FOR  NURSES. 


The  Managers  of  the  Training  School  have  established  a  Reg- 
istry for  their  graduates,  where  medical,  surgical,  and  obstetrical 
nurses,  and  those  competent  to  take  charge  of  nervous  and  insane 
patients,  can  be  obtained  by  applying  either  in  person,  by  letter, 
telephone,  or  telegram,  to  the  office  of  the  Society,  426  East  26th 
Street.    Telephone  No.  2373 — 18th  street. 

The  terms  for  the  registered  nurses  are,  for  obstetrical,  nervous, 
surgical  (major),  contagious,  and  men,  $25.00  per  week.  Insane, 
and  alcoholic,  $30.00  per  week  or  $5.00  per  day. 

Infectious  and  contagious  cases  include  :  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles, 
Typhoid  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Erysipelas,  Septicaemia,  and  Puerperal 
Fever. 

If  at  a  contagious  case  for  less  than  a  week,  $4.00  per  day  ; 
$21.00  per  week,  or,  $3.00  per  day  for  all  ordinary  cases,  includ- 
ing minor  surgery. 

No  extra  charge  is  to  be  made  for  attending  to  the  body  after 
death.    If  called  in  expressly  for  this  duty,  $5.00. 

A  list  of  these  nurses  will  be  found  on  page  53. 

1.  The  fee  is  $10.00  a  year,  due  after  January  1st. 

2.  Nurses  are  to  keep  the  Superintendent  informed  of  their 
place  of  residence,  and  when  they  are  ready  for  a  call,  and  also 
when  they  have  accepted  a  case  either  obtained  from  the  office  or 
from  any  other  source. 

3.  Nurses,  while  in  attendance  in  the  sick-room,  are  to  wear 
the  uniforms,  consisting  of  a  cap,  apron,  and  dress  of  washing  ma- 
terial, unless  the  patient  or  family  object,  or  the  circumstances  of 
the  case  render  such  a  dress  inappropriate. 

4.  Nurses  are  to  report  to  the  office  when,  from  sickness  or 
any  other  cause,  they  are  obliged  to  leave  a  patient  who  still  needs 
the  services  of  a  nurse,  so  that  their  place  can  be  supplied  as  soon 
as  possible. 
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5.  It  is  the  duty  of  a  nurse  to  take  the  care  of  the  patient's 
room,  if  her  time  is  not  fully  occupied  by  the  patient  ;  and  also 
to  make  herself  acceptable  to  the  family. 

6.  Before  making  an  engagement  a  nurse  should  mention  her 
terms,  or  if  that  is  not  practicable,  then,  as  soon  after  as  con- 
venient, and  when  an  engagement  is  once  made  she  should  con- 
sider herself  bound  to  keep  it,  and  not  be  induced  to  break  her 
word  in  order  to  please  a  patient  or  to  secure  a  more  advantageous 
position. 

In  making  obstetrical  engagements  it  is  urged  on  the  graduates 
to  be  most  particular  as  to  date  of  engagement  and  terms,  so  that 
there  be  no  misunderstanding  later. 

If  any  graduate  of  the  school  in  charge  of  a  case  has  proved 
unsatisfactory,  the  employer  is  requested  to  report  the  fact  to  the 
Superintendent. 

The  regulations  for  employers  are  the  same  as  those  generally 
used  in  registries  for  nurses  : 

1.  Travelling  expenses  and  washing  are  to  be  paid  by  the  em- 
ployers of  the  nurses,  unless  some  different  arrangement  has  been 
made  between  them. 

2.  A  meal  should  be  provided  for  a  nurse  when  she  is  required 
to  be  awake  all  night. 

3.  When  it  is  necessary  for  a  nurse  to  care  for  a  very  sick  per- 
son for  several  nights  in  succession,  she  should  be  allowed  not 
less  than  six  hours'  sleep  during  the  days. 

4.  When  taking  entire  charge  of  a  nervous  patient  night  and 
day,  though  a  nurse  may  not  lose  her  sleep,  it  is  better  for  both 
patient  and  nurse  that  she  have  some  time  for  exercise  in  the 
open  air  apart  from  the  patient. 

It  is  not  expedient  to  multiply  rules,  as  they  are  not  all  of 
general  application,  and  many  details  must  be  regulated  by  the 
circumstances  of  the  case.  We  only  ask  for  the  nurses  the  con- 
sideration and  kindness  due  to  those  who  contribute  so  much  to 
the  comfort  and  well-being  of  members  of  the  family.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Society  shall  be  known  by  its  incorporated  name  of  "  The 
Training  School  for  Nurses."  (Incorporated  February  5, 
1874). 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  object  of  the  Society,  as  defined  by  its  charter,  is  "  the 
election,  education,  training,  and  providing  of  suitable  persons 
as  nurses  for  the  sick." 

article  hi. 

The  Society  shall  report  monthly  and  annually  in  writing  to 
the  "  New  York  County  Visiting  Committee  for  Bellevue  and 
Other  Public  Institutions,"  a  branch  of  the  State  Charities  Aid 
Association. 

article  IV. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Honorary  Members,  Benefactors, 
Patrons,  Members,  and  Associate  Members. 

article  v. 

The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-Presi- 
dent, a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  annu- 
ally, by  a  two-thirds  vote,  by  ballot,  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
from  among  its  Members.  In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of 
an  Officer,  a  successor  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  may  be 
elected  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  by  ballot,  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
at  any  Regular  or  Special  Meeting  of  the  Board,  two  weeks'  notice 
having  been  given  in  writing  to  the  members  by  the  President  or 
Secretary. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  Meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  shall  call  Special  Meetings  at  discretion,  or  upon 
the  written  request  of  three  Members.  The  President  shall  name 
the  Members  of  Standing  and  Special  Committees,  and  shall 
appoint,  annually,  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  gentlemen, 
Members  of  the  Society,  but  not  Members  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, to  examine  and  report  upon  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Vice-President  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  Secretary  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  appertaining  to 
this  office. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  invest,  and  take  charge  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society,  and  shall  make  written  Monthly  Reports  to 
the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  condition  of  the  Treasury,  and  a 
written  Annual  Report  to  the  President,  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  X. 

There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  not  less 
than  eleven  Members.  Five  Members  of  this  Board  shall  be 
Members  of  the  New  York  County  Visiting  Committee  for  Belle- 
vue  and  Other  Public  Institutions.  The  Board  may  make  its  own 
By-Laws  and  fill  vacancies  in  its  own  body.  The  Board  may,  by 
a  two-thirds  vote,  remove  any  Member  for  cause.  It  shall  pre- 
pare the  Annual  Report,  and  submit  it  to  the  Society  for  approval 
at  the  Annual  Meeting.  It  shall  hold  its  Annual  Meeting  just 
previous  to  that  of  the  Society.  No  Member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  shall  receive  a  salary  or  any  compensation  for  services 
rendered.  Five  Members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
at  any  Meeting. 

The  absence  of  any  Member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  from 
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Meetings  of  Committees  of  which  he  or  she  may  be  a  Member, 
for  a  consecutive  period  of  three  months,  without  giving  notice 
to  the  Secretary,  may  be  considered  by  the  President  as  equiva- 
lent to  a  resignation. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  control  the  management  of  the 
school,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  and  remove  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  school,  and  shall  determine  the  salaries  of  all  nurses 
and  subordinates. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  upon  Nominations,  composed  of  the 
President  and  three  Managers.  The  names  of  persons  eligible 
for  managers  of  this  Institution  shall  be  presented  to  this  Com- 
mittee, and  in  the  event  of  vacancy  in  the  Board,  this  Committee 
shall  report  and  recommend  the  party  or  parties  eligible  for  elec- 
tion. After  such  nominations  by  the  Committee,  one  month  shall 
elapse,  when  the  election  shall  take  place  by  ballot  at  any  Meet- 
ing at  which  two-thirds  of  the  Managers  are  present. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall,  with  the  Treasurer,  manage  the 
finances  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  xiv. 

Honorary  Members  shall  be  chosen  only  for  important  service 
and  valuable  aid  rendered  to  the  School.  They  shall  be  exempted 
from  the  payment  of  all  dues.  They  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  elected  by  the  Society  at  its  Annual 
Meeting. 

article  xv. 

Benefactors. — Any  person  who  shall  give  One  Thousand  Dol- 
lars at  one  time  to  this  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privi- 
leges of  membership,  without  the  payment  of  annual  dues.  A 
Benefactor  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  two  pupils,  who,  upon 
conforming  to  the  rules  for  admission,  shall  have  preference  over 
all  other  applicants  to  the  first  two  vacancies,  and  be  received 
and  trained  in  the  School. 
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ARTICLE  XVI. 

Patrons. — Any  person  who  shall  give  Five  Hundred  Dollars  at 
one  time  to  this  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of 
membership,  without  the  payment  of  annual  dues.  A  Patron 
shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  one  pupil,  who,  upon  conforming 
to  the  rules  for  admission,  shall  have  a  preference  to  the  first 
vacancy,  and  be  received  and  trained  in  the  School. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

Members  and  Associate  Members  must  be  nominated  in  writ- 
ing by  a  Member  or  Associate  Member  of  the  Society  ;  the  name 
of  the  proposed  Member  and  Proposer  being  sent  to  the  Secre- 
tary, to  be  submitted  for  approval  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 
If  elected,  and  upon  payment  of  Annual  dues,  he  or  she  shall 
become  a  Member  or  Associate  Member  of  the  Society.  The 
annual  dues  of  a  Member  shall  be  ten  dollars,  of  an  Associate 
Member  five  dollars,  payable  immediately  after  election,  and  sub- 
sequently in  January  of  each  year.  Members  shall  be  entitled 
to  two  votes  at  all  Regular  and  Special  Meetings  of  the  Society, 
and  the  Associate  Members  to  one  vote. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

Members  and  Associate  Members  may  at  any  time  commute 
all  Annual  dues  for  life  by  the  payment  of  One  Hundred  Dollars, 
and  Fifty  Dollars,  respectively. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  January.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Society  shall  be 
the  calendar  year. 

ARTICLE  xx. 

The  By-Laws  of  the  Sub-Committee  must  be  in  accordance 
with  and  subordinate  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
The  By-Laws  of  the  Board  of  Managers  must  be  in  accordance 
with  and  subordinate  to  these  By-Laws  of  the  Society.  These 
By-Laws  can  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  Members  of  the 
Society,  or  by  a  Majority  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  at  any  Regular 
or  Special  Meeting,  the  text  of  the  proposed  amendment  having 
been  sent  to  each  member  a  fortnight  previously  by  the  Secretary.
